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Juno, 1886, an Act was passed by the General Court, com- 
manding the city of Worcester, within four years from that 
date, to remove from its sewage, before its discharge into the 
Blackstone river, the offensive and polluting properties and 
substances therein, so that after its discharge into said river, 
either directly or through its tributaries, it shall not create a 
nuisance or endanger public health; and that the supreme 
judicial court, or any justice thereof, shall have jurisdiction 
in equity to enforce the provisions of this Act, by injunction, 
or by any other appropriate equitable remedy, on complaint 
of the Selectmen of any town in the county of Worcester, 
situated.on the Blackstone river. | 7 

The four years ‘allowed by said Act were permitted to pass ~ 
without even a commencement of any method being made; 
then six settling-basins were built merely as an experiment, 
and the process of chemical precipitation by lime adopted. 
In 1892, ten more basins were added, without producing any 
perceptible improvement in the condition of the river. Your 
Selectmen, believing that the method adopted by the city of - 
Worcester, after a ten year’s trial, would not be sufficient to 
accomplish the end in view; and that the City Government, 
guided by a spirit of economy, was not inclined to use the best 
measures at its disposal to comply with the provisions of 
Chap. 331 of the Statutes of 1886, brought the cause before the 
Supreme Judicial Court, at its May sitting, 1895, and on 
December 14, the following decree was ordered by Judge 
James M. Barker: , 

“Tt is ordered, adjudged and decreed that this Court in 
these proceedings now has jurisdiction in equity to enforce » 
the provisions of the Act, entitled, ‘An Act to establish a 
system of sewage disposal for the city of Worcester, approved 
June 25, 1886, and that the respondent, the city of Worcester, 
be and is hereby ordered effectually to remove from its sewage, 
before it is discharged into the Blackstone river, the offensive 
and polluting properties and substances therein, so that after 
its discharge into said river, either directly or through its 
tributaries, it shall not create a nuisance, or endanger public 
health, and that the respondent shall proceed with due dili- 
gence in obeying this decree. 


° 
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“That within. three months from the entry of this decree 
the respondent shall file in this cause a statement of the steps 
which it has taken since the filing of the petition, and which 
it proposes to take in further compliance with the provisions 
of the Statute of 1886, Chap. 331, and that upon the filing of 
such statement the Bcleetieten of Millbury may file in this 
cause such suggestions as they may be advised. 

“That this cause be retained in court for such further pro- 


ceedings as from time to time may be necessary and proper to 


ensure the performance of this decree, and to enable the court 
to exercise the jurisdiction conferred by the statute above 
cited, and with liberty on the part of either party at any time 


to Saily to the court for such orders or further decrees as may 


from time to time be necessary and just, and that the respond- 
ent pay to the petitioners their costs incurred to the entry of 
this decree, the same to be taxed by the clerk.

By a vote of the town, at the last annual March meetihg, 
the appropriation for street lights was reduced to $2000; 
which sum the Millbury Electric Company considered. in- 
sufficient, and refused to continue the same service for this 
sum, and in consequence the streets were left in darkness 
during the month of May and part of June. The Company. 
then proposed to give to the town the same service it had 
been receiving at the rate of $2000 per annum, till such time 
as the Gas and Electric Light Commission could be called 
and determine the amount the town ought to pay, the Select- 
men to petition for a hearing. This being satisfactory to the 
town, a hearing was given in August, and on December 28, 
the following decison was rendered; 
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“The Board recommends that from and after the date 
hereof, the price charged by the Millbury Electric Company 
for arc and incandescent lights now in use for street lighting, 
operated substantially the same number of hours per month 
as heretofore, shall be at a monthly rate which shall produce 
for the whole: fiscal year of the town not more than twenty- 
three hundred and seventy-five dollars; added lights to be 
supplied, if not more than seven be required, at forty-four 
dollars per light, per year; and if the number of lights shall 
be reduced, the reduction from the yearly amount named 
shall be at the rate of fourteen dollars and fifty cents 
for each lamp taken from the present number. A pro rata 
rebate, based upon the number of lights and price paid, to be 
made fora total failure of service of said lights, or any of 
them, and three incandescent lights to be considered the 
equivalent of one are light in all computations.” 

There are at present in use thirty-two are lights of a nomi- 
nal twelve hundred candle power, and six incandescent 
lamps of thirty-two candle power.

COLLECTOR’S REPORT. 


Your Collector has to report that while on the whole he 
feels very well satisfied with the collections for the year, he 
wishes he could give a better account of polls collected. The 
past year has been a year of idleness to Millbury; many of 
the mills and shops have been shut down entirely or running 
on reduced time, so that the average poll tax payer, it has 
been a matter of necessity to use the $2.00 for his family 
expense rather than paying the tax. Again, between the time 
of the assessment, and the delivery of the warrant to the 
Collector, many of the poll tax payers have left town, omitting 
to leave their address with the Collector, I think the above 
will explain the shortage in the poll tax account ina great 
measure. About the middle of January the Collector found it 
necessary to send his summons to a great many poll tex 
payers and he is gratified to report that the results were on 
the whole satisfactory. Any criticism which has been passed 
on his action in this matter, he is willing to leave to the 
maturer judgment of men who are willing to look atit in a 
fair light, and who, I think constitute the far greater portion 
of my fellow townsmen. As to real estate taxes there has 
been a general disposition to pay them promptly. And con- 
sidering the general dullness of the times, the Collector feels 


~- 
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satisfied at the showing made. A large sum of money which 
will now be collected through the Insolvency Court, would, 
only for these disasters, have been promptly paid. These are 
sure to be collected eventually, but the Collector regrets that 
he hasn’t them in hand to report to you now. 

The Collector has no suggestions to offer, he confesses his 
inability to devise any system of collecting taxes better than 
the one now in use. And in submitting this report wishes to 
thank you for the help you have all given me in making an 
arduous task as pleasant and light as possible.

E-INGINEERS REPORT. 


Milltury Fire Department. 


MANUAL FORCE. 


The manual force of the Department consists of Chief 
Engineer, three assistant Engineers, and sixty-six men, this 
number does not include drivers. 


APPARATUS. 


The apparatus of the Department, consists of two (2) steam 
fire, one hand and one Chemical engine, two hose wagons, one 
ladder truck and one hose reel. 

The engines (steam and hand) and the hose wagons are in 
first class order. The ladder truck also, except that we need 
two new twenty-five feet wall ladders, one roof cutter bar and 
one pair of electric wire cutters. I would recommend that 
these be purchased at once and puton the truck. 

The chemical engine is old and very much out of repair. 
Should be repaired if kept in service. 
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FIRE ALARM TELEGRAPH. 


The fire alarm in the past year has been kept in good order, 
and is in as good if not better condition now than ever before. 


DEPARTMENT HOUSES. 


The town owns two engine houses, one at Bramanville, and 
one at Grassy Hill, both are out of repair and unfit for engine 
quarters. The house at Bramanville is so small that the poles 
of both engine and hose wagon have to be taken off to close 
. the doors when these pieces of apparatus are in the house. 

The force pump in this house has worn out, and there is no 
means of getting water for the lavatory or to wash the ~ 
apparatus. | 

I would recommend that the town water be put into the 
building this year. And that the town remodel the house or 
. sell it and build a new one as soon as possible. 

The old engine house at Grassy Hill, is of little value, it sits 
in a mill pond and is bound to be damp at all times, making 
a first class place to rot hose and rust and ruin the apparatus, 
Better quarters should be provided if a machine is to be kept 
in that part of the town. 


HORSES. 


The town should purchase three horses, one horse and 
swing harness should be for the chemical if this piece of 
apparatus is to be keptin service; and one pair for hose wagon 
or ladder truck. ‘he money paid out each year for hauling 
the hook and ladder will go a long way towards buying a pair 
of horses. Asitis now we cannot take a piece of apparatus 
out for drill without hiring horses. Consequently the men 
get no practice until they are called into action at a fire, and 
then they cannot be expected to work quick and effective. If 
we owned a pair of horses they could be used for drill work 
alternately on each piece of apparatus, so that both hose com- 
panies and the ladder men will soon get the needed practice 
for quick work, | , ; ‘ae

The amount of serviceable hose in the Department is 4850 
feet, which together with 250 feet t away for repairs, when 
returned will make 5100 fect. 


SALVAGE PROPERTIES. 


We have none, but we should have four (4) rubber covering 
blankets, and I would recommend that they be purchased at 
once and be carried on the hose wagons. 


EXPENDITURES. 


The cost of the Department in the past year has been 
$3404 24. 


FIRES AND LOSSES. 


The number of fires in town for the year was ten (10.) 
Yaluation of property where fires occured was $7500.00; In- 
surance paid $1300.00; Loss no insurance, $2530.00. 

We have responded to three fire calls from the town of 
Sutton, the past year. To one brush fire in town and two 
false alarms. 


FIREMEN’S RELIEF ASSOCIATION. 

The Firemen’s Relief Association which was started two 
years ago, is quite a help to Millbury Fire Department, and we 
hope it will continue to prosper and that the association will 
receive from time to time donations from the services rendered 
by the firemen at fires. 

We would take this opportunity to thank the men of the 
Department, for the efficient and prompt manner in which 
they have responded to the call of the board, and to the 
citizens that have so generously aided the Department when- 
- ever they have been called upon.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH. 


—— 


In presenting the annual report for the year 1896, the 
Board of Health deems it wise to again repeat its warning to 
the citizens of the.town, to give due attention to the sanitary 
arrangement of cess-pools, privy vaults, sink drains and 
Stables, their location with reference to wells which furnish 
water for domestic use. 

For the immediate protection of the citizens of the town 
the Board has arranged with F. H. Baker, M. D., of Worcester, 
to have pathological examination made at the expense of the 
town, from cuturer of the throat when diphtheria is sus- 
pected. Test tubes and swabs can be found at the drug stores 
of the town, supplied by Dr. Baker, and anti-toxine will be 
furnished free by the State Board on application at the office 
of the Worcester Board of Health. 

The total number of deaths recorded in 1896 is 96, exclusive 
of 5 still-born. 

Thirty-seven cases of contagious diseases have been re- 
ported to the Board; 9 cases of diphtheria, 11 cases of scarlet 
fever, 3 cases of typhoid fever, and 14 cases of measles.

WARRANT. 


‘WORCESTER, SS. 
To either of the Constables of the Town of Millbury, in the County 
of Worcester, GREETING. 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are 
directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the town of Mill- 
bury, qualified to vote in elections and in town affairs, to meet 
at the Town hall, in said Millbury, on Monday, the fifteenth 
day of March instant, at nine o’clock in the forenoon to act 
on the following articles, to wit :— 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said meeting 


Article 2, To chose by ballot, all town officers required by 
law or by vote of the town to be so chosen, and to vote “ Yes” 
or “ No” in answer to the question, “Shall licenses be gran‘ed 
for the sale of intoxicating liquors in this town ?” 

The polls will be open at 9380 o’clock a.m, and may be 
closed at 4 o’¢lock p. m, 
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Article 8. To choose all other nocessary town officers for the 
year ensuing. 


Article 4. To hear the reports of the several town officers 
and commictees, and act thereon. 


Article 5. - To raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be necessary to defray town charges for the year ensuing, 
including sums for the lighting of the streets, the maintenance 
of the Town Library, the observance of Memorial day, the care 
and improvement of Cemeteries, and the payment of debt, or 
take any action relating to the same. 


Article 6. To determine the time when all taxes shall be 
payable, and to make regulations concerning the payment of 
the same. 


Article 7. To see if the town will accept the list of names 
prepared by the Selectmen to be placed in the jury box, or take 
action relating to the same. 


Article 8. To see what compensation the town will allow 
members of the fire department for their services for the year 
ensuing. 


Article 9. To see if the town will authorize its Treasurer 
to borrow money for the use of the town. 


Artiele 10. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen 
to employ counsel in any suit that may be brought against 
the town. 


Article 11. To see if the town will appropriate any money 
to take care of the clocks on the mecting houses in town. 


Article 12. To choose any committee or committees that 
may be thought necessary, 


Article 18. To see if the town will extend the concrete side 
walk on South Main street, by the new Greenwoo | building, 
and raise and appropriate money therefor, 
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Article 14. To see if the town will widen South Main street 
north of the house of Wm. Sheehan, and construct a side walk 
from its present terminus to said house, and raise and appro- 
priate money therefor. 


Article 15. To see if the town will pay Mrs. William 
McLaughlin $500. on account of expense incurred during her 
recovery from a broken hip caused by a fall on the ice on 
Rhodes street, January 30, 1896. 


Article 16. To see if the town will appropriate $50, to put a 
cross walk from the westerly terminus of the new road, con- 
structed for the abolition of the Magowan crossing to the side- 
walk on the southerly side of the now so called Elm Street 
Court, or take any action thereon. 


Article 17. To see if the town will raise:and repair the side- 
walk on Main street, between Canal and Miles streets, and 
raise and appropriate money therefor. 


Article 18. To see if the town will cause an electric light to 
be placed at the corner of Waters and Grove streets, and raise 
and appropriate money therefor. 


Article 19. To see if the town will place an electric light 
near the corner of Howe ave and Lincoln street, and raise and 
appropriate money therefor. 


Article 20. To see whataction the town will take to dispose 
of the surface water in the street near the house of Daniel P. 
Norton. 


' Article 21. To see if the town will build a sidewalk on 
Sycamore street, from the corner, near the house of Cornelius 
Sullivan to the house of Bartholomew Murphy, and raise and. 
appropriate money therefor. 


Article 22. To seeif the town will vote, that all uncollected 
poll taxes of persons liable for poll taxes only, and living in 
Town on 1st of January. previous to Collector’s report, be 
déducted from the Collector’s salary. 
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Article 23. To sec if the town will furnish a storm flag for 
use in stormy weather. 


Article 24. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
money to put water in the several school houses, or take any 
action thereon. 


Article 25. To sec if the town will amend Section 6, of 
Article 1, of its By-Laws, by striking out the words “ first day 
of March” and inserting in place thereof the words: third 


Wednesday of February, so as to read as follows: Section 6. 
The fiscal year, as far as the accounts of the several town 


officers are concerned, shall close on the third Wednesday of 
February, and all accounts shall be made up to that time. 


Article 26. To see what action the town will take to dis- 
pose of the surface water in the street near the residence of 
Mrs. Percival on Miles street.

Article 27. To see if the town will accept, as a town way 
that portion of Lincoln street, so called, leading from Howe 
ave, westerly to a point near the residence of William Darling, 
and raise and appropriate money therefor. 


Article 28. To see if the town will accept, as a town way 
that portion of Park street, so called, leading from Hamilton 
street to Lincoln street, and raise and appropriate money 
therefor. 


Article 29. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
any money to take care of the fire alarm or take any action 
thereon. 


Article 30. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
any money to purchase rubber blankets for the Fire Depart- 
ment, or take any action thereon. 


Article 831. To see if the town will purchase two (2) twenty- 
five foot wall ladders, one roof cutter bar and one pair of electric 
wire cutters, and raise and appropriate money for the same. 
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Article 382. To see if the town will put town water into the 
engine rooms, at Bramanville, and the Town Hall building, 
raise and appropriate money for the same, or take any action 
thereon. 


And. you are directed to serve this warrant by posting up an 
attested copy, thereof, at each of the Post Offices and at the 
First Congregational Church in Bramanville, in said town, 
seven days at least before the time for holding said meeting, 


Hereof fail not, and make due return of this warrant, with 
your doings thereon, to the Town Clerk, at the time and place 
of meeting as aforesaid.
